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On July 3, 2007, the Examiner entered a restriction/election requirement requiring 
the an election of species and an identification of the claims which read on the elected 
species. The election requirement indicated that the invention contained species A though 
AC (29 species) and referred to 17 paragraphs in Applicant's Summary of the Invention. 
(Paragraphs 78-94). Applicant is unable to determine what the Examiner believes to be 
the 29 different species. For example, paragraphs 78-80 deal with increasing the potency 
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unclear whether the Examiner deems this to be one species or four separate species. 

On July 26, 2007, Applicant's counsel called the Examiner and indicated that he was 
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elect a species or identify the claims which read thereon. The Examiner indication that he 
would call back with additional clarification. No call has been received. Applicant therefore 
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Examiner. Applicant will them promptly elect a species and identify the claims which read 
thereon. 
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
